SWNA Meets 
Monday, April 23 

The monthly public meeting of the 
Southwest Neighborhood Assembly 
will hear an update on a number of 
development projects in the Near SW/ 
SE area being conducted by Monu¬ 
ment Realty. These include Corcoran 
School redevelopment of Randall High 
School, 65 I (Eye) St. SW. The meet¬ 
ing will be at its regular location, St. 
Augustine Episcopal Church, 6th and 
M Sst. SW, at 7:30 pm. 

This will be the last SWNA meet¬ 
ing until June 25 because the fourth 
Monday in May is Memorial Day 
so there will be no SWNA meeting. 
Please attend either the Saturday, 
May 19 or Monday, May 21 impor¬ 
tant public meetings on neighbor¬ 
hood benefits. 
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A circle a mile-and-a-half wide from the SW Waterfront to Barracks Row will have restricted parking signs for baseball game days. 


I n Near Southwest and the Near South¬ 
east part of Capitol Hill—both part of 
DCs Ward 6—before a year goes by 
red signs like these will be added to the 
already familiar green two-hour residential 
parking signs on residential streets. 

A mile-and-a-half wide “Enhanced 
Enforcement Parking Zone,” from the 
SW Waterfront to the Barracks Row on 
8th St. SE, circling the ballpark at N 
and South Capitol St. SE, is being laid 
out by the DC Dept, of Transportation 
to prohibit non-residents from parking 
on residential and business streets during 
baseball games starting in April 2008. 
The zone is being patterned after the cur¬ 


rent one around RFK Stadium, where the 
Nationals’ baseball games and DC United 
soccer games are being played. 

Residents of Near SW/SE will get letters 
early in 2008 enclosing one visitor pass 
and information on getting up to 20 guest 
passes for special events from the police 
department. That’s what RFK Stadium’s 
neighbors have just received in the mail. 
The mailing includes a schedule of the 
expected home game days of the local base¬ 
ball and soccer teams. The DDOT warns 
“Vehicles parked in surrounding neighbor¬ 
hoods that fail to display proper zone park¬ 
ing stickers or visitor passes will be ticketed 
and towed.” Police are concentrating their 


enforcement during the two hours after 
the games start. (See the DC Dept, of 
Transportation website www.ddot.dc.gov 
and click on the March 23 press release on 
RFK parking mailing). 

Residential parking stickers for each of 
the eight city wards, at a cost of $15, are 
already being issued by the Department 
of Motor Vehicles to prevent all day park¬ 
ing in front of your home. 

With a year to finalize the game day 
parking plan, the DC Sports and Recre¬ 
ations Commission has held public meet¬ 
ings to explain preliminary plans.

Most services will be closed Mondays 
at the SW location with hours 8:15 am to 
4 pm Tuesday - Saturday. However hours 
for temporary tags will be Mon - Sat. 
from 8:15am - 4pm and Dealers Services 
will be Mon. - Fri. 8:15 to 4 pm. 

DMV has a number of other service 
centers, as listed in the ad on p. 7 of this 
issue, including the driver road tests at 1205 
Brentwood Road, NE, and centers which 
are open Mon.-Fri. at Georgetown Park 
Mall, Penn Branch Mall and Brentwood 


Square Mall. 

As reported in the Oct. 2005 issue of 
The Southwestern the 301 C St. had been 
handling 560 customers a day with a peak 
of 10 am to 2 pm, but expects to have 45 
percent fewer at the SW center because 
the Georgetown Service Center at 3222 
M St NW has opened.

South Capitol Street Bridge 
To Close July and August 


T he weekend closures and repair 
work on the South Capitol Street 
Bridge, which are scheduled to 
conclude in early June 2007, also may 
require periodic single-lane closures during 
weekday non-peak travel times. During 
the July-August closure, the northernmost 
portion of the bridge will be lowered to 
become an at-grade roadway with a new 


intersection at South Capitol Street and 
Potomac Avenue. Nearly three blocks of 
elevated roadway—which currently act as 
a barrier to access across South Capitol 
Street—will be removed and replaced 
with at-grade intersections that will help 
knit the neighborhood together. Addi¬ 
tional improvements will occur such as 
paving and painting the entire bridge.

Southwest Sets Sail in 2007

Boats were rigged, sails unfurled, and decks 
swabbed on April 3 as the National Maritime Heri¬ 
tage Foundation (NMHF) launched its 2007 sailing 
season on the Southwest Waterfront. Based at the 
Gangplank Marina, the NMFH offers community 
sailing programs that enrich the Southwest commu¬ 
nity and attract visitors to the riverfront. 

This past month NMHF welcomed, as a guest 
speaker, Captain Bill Pinkney, formerly Captain of 
the Freedom Schooner Amistad and the first Afri¬ 
can-American to solo-circumnavigate the globe on 
a sailboat. On behalf of the NMHF, Pinkley par¬ 
ticipated in a series of discussions with District of 
Columbia-area youth, speaking about his life experi¬ 
ence and impressing on the youngsters the impor¬ 
tance of reading. Two of the events were held in the 
Southwest neighborhood. In all more than 650 area 
children attended the events around the city. 

This year NMHF is partnering with Gray Line 
Tours to offer public sailing excursions on its sixty- 
five foot schooner the American Spirit. The partner¬ 
ship is a move to attract more Washingtonians and 
tourists to the Southwest Waterfront. 

The NMHF will continue with its core mission 
to expose District of Columbia youth and adults to 
sailing opportunities and maritime education pro¬ 
grams. NMHF is planning to expand its signature 
Kids Set Sail program, a week long program teaching 
area children basic small boat sailing. Participants, 
children between 8 and 14 years of age, have the 
opportunity to become certified upon the comple¬ 
tion of the program. The program is operated from 
the Gangplank Marina on the Southwest Water¬ 
front. The enrollment for the program is currently 
open and interested parents may contact Liz Gossens 
at 202-547-1250 or via email at LGossens@nmhf. 
org for details. 

The foundations DC Sail program offers sailing 
lessons, boat rentals and fleet racing to adults. Both 
programs are open to the public.

F or one month, April 7, through 
May 7, 2007, citizens in the District 
of Columbia may notice a slight 
chlorine taste and odor to their drinking 
water due to a temporary change in the 
disinfectant that is added at the water treat¬ 
ment plant. The Washington Aqueduct, a 
division of the U.S. Army Corps of Engi¬ 
neers, which treats the water, will switch 
the disinfectant from chloramines to chlo¬ 
rine during this one-month period. The 
temporary change in water chemistry does 
not affect drinking water safety. Consum¬ 
ers who take special precautions to remove 
chlorine from tap water such as dialysis cen¬ 
ters, medical facilities or aquatic pet owners 
should take note of this temporary addition 
of chlorine in the water treatment process 
and act accordingly. If you use a kidney 
dialysis machine in your home, contact 
your dialysis center in order to make any 


modifications to your dialysis machine. 

If you own aquatic pets, you may want to 
contact a pet supply store to ensure proper 
use of de-chlorination chemicals. The peri¬ 
odic disinfectant change is an industry-wide 
practice to help keep water mains clean and 
free of harmful bacteria. This process, along 
with the District of Columbia Water and 
Sewer Authority’s (WASA’s) vigorous flush¬ 
ing program, helps loosen sediments that 
may accumulate in the distribution system. 
Customers may notice a slight, temporary 
discoloration of the water. This temporary 
discoloration will not affect water safety. 
Simply run the faucet until the water is 
clear. In the unlikely event your water is 
discolored and remains cloudy after flush¬ 
ing, please contact WASA’s Water Quality 
Division at 202-612-3440 Monday-Friday, 
8 am - 4:30 pm or 202-612-3400,24 hours 
a day for assistance.

R iver Park Friends (RPF) recently 
held its ninth annual meeting for 
the first time during normal busi¬ 
ness hours, providing a greater opportunity 
for its regular and potential contributors 
and grantees to attend and provide input 
on RPF’s current and future direction.

■ Living Classrooms Foundation 

($2,000) to support a program at a SW 
elementary school focusing on the his¬ 
tory of the DC waterfront, from native 
people to the river’s ecology, 

■ South Washington West of the River 
Family Strengthening Collaborative 

($1,000) to help support its summer 
camp for youth, ages 5 to 14, and 

■ SWNA Scholarship Fund ($1000).

($175) in support of their annual 
awards banquet which recognizes com¬ 
munity leaders and officers who work 
to reduce crime and improve neighbor¬ 
hood safety and;

AWC Hosts Meeting on 
Anacostia Riverwalk 

Community residents received an update on progress 
on development of the first leg of the Anacostia Riverwalk 
at a public meeting held recently by AWC at the Ellen 
Wilson Center in Southeast Washington. The Anacostia 
Riverwalk is a 20-mile expanse of waterfront parks and 
trails that will extend along both sides of the Anacostia 
River from the National Arboretum to the Tidal Basin. 
Construction of the trail on the west side of the river 
between the Washington Navy Yard and Benning Road is 
scheduled to be completed in Fall 2007. The Riverwalk, 
waterfront parks, and trails will comprise the Anacostia 
RiverParks system, which will connect and bring to life 
1,200 acres of green space along the river, including more 
than 100 acres of newly created public parks. AWC and 
the District Department of Transportation (DDOT) are 
coordinating this project with the National Park Service 
and other private development projects.
